Lendon, August 14.—(Special.)—In- 
stances of the extraodinary voracity 
and “accommodation” for whatever it 
swallows of the common shark of the 
high seas have often been given. Many 
ef these would be almost incredible 
had not facts been recently attested 
and put on record by two such au- 
thoritative observers as Dr. Condorelli 
and Dr. Perrando, two distinguished 
professors \of the University of Cata- 


nia. ; 

The recent terrible earthquake in 
the Straits of Messina caused the sea, 
after flooding the beach, to sweep out 
with its backwash not a few of the 
citizens of Messina, who happened to 
be in the neighborhood at thet early 
hour. Of these unfortunates§ the 
bodies were never found until, about @ 
month afterwards, . on January 26, 
seven Catanian fishermen, cruising off 
Cape Santa Croce, netted a medium- 
sized dolphin and had already dragged 
it over the boat's gunwale when an 
enormous shark, rising breast-high 
out of the water, snapped up their prey 
in a twinkling and disappeared.

After a moment's panic the men went 
for the sea-robber, and not without 
difficulty harpooned him an 
him in tow to Catania.

Swallowed Alive. 


The viscera—steeped as they were in 
seawater—geave no Sign of the  ordi- 
nary putrefactive processes (the liver, 
the spleen, and the intestines were in 
a miarvelous state of preservation), and 
the inference, hofrible though it be, 
seems irresistible that they were 
swallowed alive! 

The report proceeds to describe the 
size and proportions of the monster— 
rare indeed, but not unknown in 
Mediterranean waters. The museum at 
Catania and other seats of learning in 
the Two Sicilies contain specimens of 
it—some of them having been taken 
after the battle of Aboukir, when a 
shoal of sharks was seen hovering 
about during the action. Others, it is 
said, were sighted in the Levant when, 
1l or 12 years ago, the Victoria went 
down with Admiral Tryon and all 
hands. 

Interesting as the above details are 
to the nature student, they have also 
been noted with satisfaction by the 
theolcgian, who, whatever other dif- 
ficulties may beset the narrative of 
Jonah and the sea-monster (presum- 
ably a shark rather than a whale), 
can appeal to the report of Professor 
Condorelli and Professor Perrando as 
Proving that capacity to swallow and 
“accommodate” a human being is not 
one of them!

The 
warrant for his arrest found Leeder 60 
miles or more from Sekondi!, where the 
trial was to take place. 

Leeder had to be taken over 50 miles 
up the river in an open canoe, with the 
rain coming down in torrente all the 
time. When he arrived at Sekondi 
prison, he was lodged in a cell which 
had been vacated. by a Frenchman who 
had died of blackwater fever. After 
sleeping in the bed for one night, 
Leeder had to be removed to the hos- 
pital, where he died of blackwater fe- 
ver within a week. 

Denton and Watson were tried at 
Sekondi on September 7 last. before 
the same white judge who tried John- 
son, and by a jury of seven blacks. The 
jury had been out hardly ten minutes 
when they returned with the verdict of

years’ imprisonmen.. After spending 
several weeks in Sekonda! prison, both 
men were sent home to England to he 
free from the additional cruelty of 
Prison life in a malarial county.

Watson was interview- 
ed by the minister in Partland prison 
a few days ago under strikingly dra- 
matic circumstances. Throughout the 
interview the minister stood in what 
he described afterwards as a long 
horse box, protected by fron bars, Wat- 
son standing in another, but separated 
by a third, in. which the warder stood. 

When informed that his friend Den- 
ton had been released, Watson broke 
down completely. The prisoner, who in- 
quired anxiously after his wife and 
\two children in London, remarked to 
the minister that, though physically 
in good health, he should not live to 
serve out his sentence. He declared 
emphatically that it would have been 
quite possible to have white men on 
the jury; as there were enough eligible 
white spectatorg in court to have made 
up the entire jury. 

Apparently, neither Stopford Brooke 
nor any other of Watson's friendg en- 
tertains much hope of the imprisoned 
man being released before the expiry 
of his sentence, two years hence. Mean- 
while Englishmen, especially those 
with colonial experience, are thor- 
oughly alarmed at the new peril which 
they declare must be added to ele- 
phantiasis, sunstroke, yellow, malarial 
and black-water fevers, ag well as the 
host of other evils which threaten Dng- 
lish Ufe near the equator.

AT THE DELAYS OF THE LAW 


London, Aug. 14.—English justice 
which once had the reputation of be-| 
ing the surest and speediest in the 
world, is becoming leaden-footed, and 
a loud cry is going up from Htigants 
and the public generally for reform. 
The judges are joining in the. cry, 
ang the prime minister has promised 
to appoint a commission to investi- 
gate the whole subject of the law’s 
delays. 

No one blames the judges or the 
other officiais of the court. The trouble 
is that the number of judges has not 
kept pace with the growth in popula- 
tion and the increase of litigation in- 
cident on the complex conditions of 
modern life. There are now 16 judges 
of the king's bench—which would cor- 
‘respond to the supreme court in most 
American s a’ they have to do 


of England and Wales. This ia prac- 
tically the same number as a hun- 
dred years ago, although the volume 
of litigation has more than doubied. 
The result is that the Calendar in 
the king's bench is now about 1,000 
cases behind. and the arrears are 
growing steadily. Many of the judges 
are working overtime a vain ef- 
fort to catch up, but almost all they 
can do is to keep down the arrears a 
little.

Competent legal observers declare, 
too, that a large increase in the 
county court force is needed. There 
are now no fewer than 34 county 
court ju4ges, who are trying 56,000 
cases a year each, and it is difficult 
to see how they can do more. than 
théy are doing at present. It is esti- 
mated that to deal adequately wee 
the volume of litigation at least 5 
additional county court judges and raif 
a dozen judges of the high court are 
need 3d 

Of course the members of the upper 
branch of the ‘legal profession are 
unanimously in favor of these pro- 
posed changes. It: is not every day 
that 30 or more vacancies on the bench, 
occur, and every barrister of promi- 
nence is hoping that he will secure 
one of them. In this country, it ma 
‘be remarked, judges are appointe 
for life and the pay is good. There are 
‘two other reforms being urged, how- 
ever, that are not meeting with such 
yoneee ‘approval from the disciples 
of Blackstone.

In this country lawyers are divided 
into two classes—solicitors who may 
not plead in the nigher courts, and 
barristers who have a monopoly of 
this privilege. The litigant may not 
engage hts own barrister and deal with 
him direct. He must proceed through 
a solicitor, who does al] the prélimi- 
nary work on the case, and then sits 
in court at the barrister’s elbow and 
prompts him. The solicitor is gener- 
ally the better lawyer, but he is not 
eligible for any of the prizes of the 
profession, 

Another reform which is urgently 
lmneeded is either the abolition or the 
drastic remodelling of the assize sys- 
tem. Under this plan, which was well 
enough in the days of stage coaches 
and post chaises, the judges of the 
high court must appear at the chief 
town of each county four times a year, 
and hold court. It does not matter 
whether there is any businéss to be 
done or not, the judge must drive 
through the town in an open carriage 
attired in his red robe and his wig, 
and declare the court open and then 
as solemnly close ix again. 

It often happens that there are no 
cases for trial, or that there are only 
one or two which might without any 
hardship be transferred to London or 
to the adjoining county, but this can- 
not be done under the present sys- 
tem. In these days of railways there 
ia no excuse for the assize plan. It 
might entail some hardship if all liti- 
gants had to come to London, but it 
would be quite possible to hold high 
court assizes at two or three central

Parachutes Oft Refuse to 
. Work. | 


One Woman Was Forced to 
Leap From Entangled Para- 
chute to Another at Height 
of 11,000 Feet to Save Her 
Life. : 


London, Aug. 14.—(Special.)—Captain 
Bidmead, the London parachutist, who 
was to have made a descent at North- 
ampton on Whit-Monday evening, was 
not the first to be unexpectedly car- 
ried away by his balloon, and he is to 
be congratulated on ultimately making 
a safe return to mother eartb, 

Last summer Miss Viola Spencer had 
an equally thrilling adventure after 
an ascent from Heanor, Derbyshire. 
After rising to an altitude of 3,000 
feet. she found her parachute would 
not release. and while she essayed to 
loosen it she was carried up to 10,000 
feet. Passing close to Nottingham.‘ 
the balloon descended at Rearsby, Lei- 
cester, when Miss Spencer slipped safe- 
ly off her seat, after seventy-five Min- 
utes tn the air. 

Then the balloon arose and again: 
and djsappeared, but next morning 
both it and the parachute were found 
in the back ‘yard of a dwelling house 
undamaged. 

Two Ladies: One Parachute. 

Miss Daisy Shepherd and Miss Louie 
May will probably never forget their 
thrilling experience in the air last 
Whit-Monday but one. For the en- 
tertainment of a bank holiday crowd 
of spectators they had arranged an 
ascent from Longton park, Stafford- 
shire. and as a special attraction the 
descent was to be a double one. 

Had they known what kind of ex- 
perience was in store for them, and 
how and where they would descend. 
they would in all probability have 
given up the idea of such a perfotm- 
ance. But they could not foresee what 
was to be the sequel to their balloon 
ascent, any more than could the sight- 
seers who had assembled to witness, 
the fair parachutists’ return to mother 
earth. 

The balloon rose to a great height. 
when it became apparent something 
had gone wrong. The young ladies 
vanished in the clouds in a southeast- 
erly direction, and at Longton were 
not again seen. It afterwards trans- 


|pired that they had had an experience 


that would have thrilled the bravest 


man. 

One of the parachutes became én- 
tangled in the cording of the balloon 
and consequently failed to &ct. At an 
altitude of 11,000 feet the young lady 
involved took the only course open 
to save her life. She made a flying 
leap to her companion, both descend- 
ing on the one parachufe, The double 
weight, however, caused the descent 
to be very rapid, and Miss Shepherd 
was seriously injured, while her com- 
panion fortunately escaped. The scene 
of their descent was Uttoexter, some 
11 miles from Longton. 

Landedé en an Oak. 

A couple of years ago Mile. Nellie 
Neille, another fair parachutist, prove- 
ed some thousands of spectators at 
Pontypool with a thrilling sight. As- 
cending by means of a captive balloon. 
she proceed to come down on her par- 


achute. 
But an oak tree, standing in the 
Quakers’ burial ground at Penygarn. 
obstructed her passage, and she alight- 
ed on its topmost branch. This caused 
tremendous excitement amongst the 
crowd, and as quickly 4s possible at- 
tendants from the park, from which 
the ascent had been made, went to the 
rescue with a number of ladders. 
These having been firmly roped’ to- 
gether and raised to the tree, the lady 
was successfully brought 
firma: but not before she had passed 
a full hour in her perilous sitgation. 


Twelve Thousand Feet ip the Air. 

Miss Maud Brooks had at least two 
thrilling escapes while parachuting. On 
one occasion she made 4n ascent from 
Trafford Park; Manchess¢r, only to find 
herself being carried away from thg 
neighborhood at 4 high altitude by 
strong currents. Soaring higher to 
avoid these, she passed through a hatl- 
storm, which absolutely precluded any 
attempt at descent. 

After a lapse of twenty minutes she 
left the balloon for the. parachute, 
which carried her still farther along. 
Ultimately it collided with @ ware- | 
house at Odham, nine miles away, but | 
the lady had the good fortune to be 
rescued without having sustained more 
than trifling. injury. 

In some respecta a still more alarm- 
ing experience befell Miss Brooks, at 
Derby, on the first August bank holi- 
day of the present century. Before she 
had attempted to descend her balloon 
had reached an altitude of 12,000 feét. 

Then she discovered that the para- 
chute would not work, and she hung 
to it while the balloon covered several 
miles. By dint of great exertion she 
climbed back into the car, where she 
held fast until the balloon itself de 
ascended at Stonesby, near Melton Mow- 
bray. 

The descent proved a rather painful 
experience for her, for she was arag- 
ged through a hedge and badly 
scratched about the arms, though oth- 
erwise uninjured. Some cyclists, see- 
ing her predicament, ran to her as- 
sistance. one of them précuring her a 
cloak, she being clad_ only in gym- 
nast's costume. Miss Brooks was then 
driven into Melton Mowbray, and was 
able to proceed to Derby next morn- 
ing. 

Saved by Her Fingers. 

An American parachutist, Miss Belle 
Lockhart, not long since had a terrible 
experience in midair. The ascent was 
made from Binghamton, New York, 
and for the space of twenty minutes 
only the strength of her slender fin- 
gers was between her and certain 
death. 

When the balloon left the ground ghe 
was thrown from her seat on the car. 
and went a mile and a half in the air, 
hanging only by her hands. After the 
balloon had partially emptied and com- 
menced to descend her hand caught 
the cut-off. rope and let the parachute 
oose. J 
Then a life-preserver about her waist 
caught in the gear and slipped up over 
her head, cutting off her vision. Small

Mexico City, August 14.—The newly 
levied American duty of $20 per ton 
On zinc will result :n immediate heavy 
traffic losses to the United States ratl- 
roads reaching the American border, in 
the present exportation of Mexican 
zinc to Europe, and in probably uwlti- 
mate construction of zinc smelters in 
the region of Chihuahua.

Unless Greece Forces the Peo. 
ple of Crete to Perform This 
_ Act, It Will Be Done by the 
Great Powers. 


. “——- 


London, August: 14.—Unless Greece 
complies with the demand of Turkey 
and forces the people of Crete to haul 
down the Greek flag which they have 
hoisted, the four protecting powers of 
Crete—Great Britain, Russia, Italy and 
France—-will perform this act, using 
force if necessary. 

This was the substance of a joint 
note signed by the four powers and 
presented to the Turkish government 
today. In order to carry out this pol- 
ley arfd to be prepared to use force if 
necessary to oblige the Cretans to haul 
down the objectionable flag, each of 
the four protecting powers decided to- 
day to send an additional Warship to 
Canea, the capital of the island of 
Crete. 

At the same time they expressed the 
hope to theéTurkish government that, 
in view of the steps they had taken, 
Turkey would not think it necessary to 
order her fleet to Cretan waters. 

The joint note of the: powers to Tur- 
key today is the direct result of a 
communication from the Cretan gov- 
ernment declaring that it was unable 
to force the hauling down of the Greek 
flag. 

This action of the powers followed 
sharply upon Turkey's note to Greece 
yesterday demanding a formal declar- 
ation respecting her intentions as to 
Crete, and thus creating a situation 
grave enough to drive the powers to 
action.

ITEMIZED WATER REPORT 
IS NOW BEING PREPARED 


With four men working hard on the 
report of the water committee and the 
end of the work not yet in sight, it is 
believed that the bond commission wil! 
not meet before the latter part of this 
week. Chairman Quillian, at one time. 
believed that all reports would be in 
by last Friday and expected to hold a 
meeting then. The work of preparing 
an itemized statement of the work to 
be done in the water department has 
proven to be no small job, however. 
and it is believed that the commission 
will not meet until Friday next. It 
was decided at the last meeting to 
consider the reports of none of the 
committees until all reports were in. 
and so the commission is anxiously 
awaiting the completion of the water 
committee’s work. 

In speaking of the matter, Colonel 
Park Woodward gave out some inter- 
esting figures. He showed that the 
contemplated work will not only cover 
almost as much territory as does the 
present system, but will come «near 
equaling in cost the equipment now 
owned by the city. 

There are within the city seventy- 


| 


five miles of graded streets on which 
there is now no water. It is est!- 
mated that on these streets more 
than 12,000 people live. Besides this. 
there are forty-six miles of uneraded 
streets. on which between 20,000 and 
25,000 people live. 

There are now in use 
184 miles of water pipes (service 
pipes alone included), while the pro- 
posed improvements embrace the lay- 
ing of 125 miles more. The pipes al- 
ready in use cost the city, laid, $942,- 
589, while it will require $779,296 to 
purchase and lay the pipes needed for 
the proposed improvements. 

The amount of work required to 
make up the water committee’s report 
can é@asily be seen when it is remem- 
bered that this report will comprise 
a complete list of the streets on which 
pipes are needed and the number of 
people residing on  aach. Colonel 
Woodward states that he has four 
men now doing this work and he hopes 
to have it completed by Thursday. It 
will require some time to tabulate the 
reports, but he hopes to have the en- 
tire matter in shape by Friday morn- 
ings.

Meantime, French sentiment is one 
of deep astonishment that the United 
States should arbitrarily terminate 
the existing Franco-American tariff 
agreement on three months’ notice 
without previously informing France, | 
and thus give her the opportunity to 
express her views. As the American 
agreements with other coutitries stip- 
ulate six months or one year's notice, 
French exportations are placed for the 
time being at a considerable disad- 
vantage. 

The French press, reflecting the 
commercial sentiment of the country, 
is greatly exercised. More conserva- 
tive organs counsel calmness and the 
avoidance of a destructive tariff war, 
but some of them fear that the ultra- 
protectionists will force the hand of 
the government and tariff reprisals 
will result. It is pointed out that if 
this should eventuate, France would 
run the risk of encountering Ameri- 
ca’s prohibitive maximum rates. 

France Will Fight. 


Chairman Klotz, of the parliamen- 
tary commission for the revision of 
the tariff, is quoted as saying that 
the increases in the American sched- 
ules which hit France are bound to 
be followed by equivalent increases 
by France as a measure of economic 
necessity. It is ‘“‘well understoog that 
France has not been aimed at, and 
that she is hit only because she ex- 
ports luxuries to America. Neverthe- 
less, it is felt that France must pro- 
tect herself.” 

Minister of Commerce Dupuy 
summarizes the situation: 

“Without recourse to 
France will defend her commercial, 
agricultural and industrial interests.”

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“GEORGIA DAY” BILL PASSED 
ee BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Measure Introduced by Presi- 
dent Slaton at Request of 
x “peas D. A. R.---Is Now a 
Law. 


‘The “Georgia Day” bill introduced 
af the recent ‘session of the legislature 
by President John M. Slaton, of the 
egnate, is now a law. 

The bill was introduced at the re- 
Quest of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, through the Georgia 
diy committee appointed by the state 
regent, Mrs, Godfrey, of which the first 
vice regent, Mrs. John M. Graham, is 
chairman. It provides, “That the 
twelfth day of February in each year 
shal} be observed in the public schools 
of this state, ynder the name of ‘Geor- 
gia day,’ as the anniversary of the 
landing of the first colonists in Geor- 
gia under Oglethope; and that it shall 
be the duty of the state school com- 
missioner, through the county school 
Commissioners, annually to cause the 
teachers of the schools under their 
Supervision to conduct on that day 
exercises in which the pupils shall take 
part, consisting of written composi- 
tions, readings, recitations, addresses, 
Or other exercises, relating to this state 
@nd its history and to the lives of dis- 
tinguished Georgians. When said day 
falls on Sunday, it shall be observed 
oh the following Monday.” 

Growing Interest. 

For a number of years there has 
been a growing interest in the cele- 
bration of “Georgia day,” and the cus- 
tom of observing it has already become 
established in colleges and schools in 
vearious parts of the state. 

An official pamphlet issued to the 
teéachers;,of the state in 1908 by Hon. 
W. B. Merritt, then state school com- 
mission¢’T, recommending the. observ- 
ance of the d&y, and making sug- 
gestions as to program and exercises, 
gives an account of “The Origin of 
the Observance of Georgia Day,” writ- 
ten by Miss Nina Hornady. At a meet- 
ing of the Joseph Habersham chapter, 
of Atlanta, at the executive mansion, 
January 5, 1901, Miss Hornady offered 
a resolution that Pebruary !2 be cele- 
brated as the anniversary of the 
founding of Georgia, and Mrs. W. L. 
Peel, regent of the chapter. appointed 
a committee, with Miss Hornady as 
chairman, to see that the day was fit- 
tingly observed. This was followed by 
efforts to bring about a general ob- 
servance of the day, especially in 
sthools and colleges. 

_These efforts were aided by a cir- 
cular letter of State School Commis- 
sioner Gienn.to ¢he teachers. ‘ 

The idea of making the !2th of Feb- 
ruary a legal holiday in commemora- 
tion of the founding of Georgia had 
been .suggested in Miss Frances Letch- 
er MH@NS#ITs book, “Georgia Land and

EBENEZER,,. , 


In the spring of 1734 Rev. Samuel 
Ursperger, of Augsburg, Germany, ar- 
ranged for the transportation of a 
colony of persecuted Salzburgers. In 
looking for a location, they decided to 
settle on the bankKs of a small stream 
which flows into the Savannah river 
about 25 miles from the city of that 
name. 

Upon their arrival at the selected 
spot, they set up a stone and called the 
place Ebenezer (Stone of Help). 

This town grew to be a thriving vil- 
lage, and the people were brave and 
true to the colony. 

Later the settlement was moved 
down the creek to a point nearer the, 
Savannah river, and in 1738 the ald 
town was converted into a cowpen, 
where the herds belonging to the set- 
tlers were kept. 


FREDRICA.

SUNBURY. 
Sunbury, the very name thrills us 
with thoughts of the early days of 
Georgia. 


“Imagination fondly stoops to trace 
The parlour splendors of that festive 
place.” 


Beneath the spreading branches of 
one of the oak trees of Sunbury, Gen- 
eral Oglethorpe opened the first lodge 
of Free Masons in Georgia. It was in 
this town that Liberty county held her 
first superior court, and here Lyman 
Hall distinguished himself bv making 
a great oration that afterwards proved 
a benefit to him in a }political way. 

On October 4, 1757. Mark Carr was 
granted $00 acres of land—including 
the b]lu. And in the following June he 
transferred 300 acres to James Max- 
well, Kenneth Bailie, John Elliott and 
John Stephens, as trustees, to lay out 
the town. : ' 

Its growth was rapid, and in 1760 it 
was made a port of entry. Fort Morris 
was built for the protection of fts peo- 
ple. And the prominence of Sunbury 
continued until after the revolution, 
when its trade drifted to Savannah, 
and it sank into insignificance.

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Mrs. Emma Garrett Boyd, the 
Chairman, Tells of Her Ef- 
forts to Secure the Passage 


of the Legislation. 


By Mra. Emma Garrett Boyd. 

I am asked by your editor to 
make a statement of the work done 
by the state federation’s committee for 
a compulsory school attendance law 
in Georgia. The widespread interest 
all over the state in this question—an 
interest that is abundantly testified to 
by nearly every newspaper published 
in Georgia—has fully shown the de- 
sire of our people for such a law, 
and will, I trust, lead to very plain 
evidence of their disappointment in 
that the legislature has not seen fit 
to decide this important question at 
its present session. 

Your committee, as its first step, or- 
ganized abéut twenty committees in 
the federateg clubs of the state, these 
local compulsory education committees 
being formed at Acworth, Augusta, 
Bainbridge, Columbus, Cartersville, 
Dalton, Dublin, Eastman, Fitzgerald, 
Haddock, Jewell, Kingston, Monte- 
zuma, Norcross, Thomasville, Tifton, 
Valdosta, West Point, Woodbury, At- 
lanta, and other places. Printed mat- 
ter was sent out to these committees, 
many of their chairmen waited upon 
local editors and preachers and asked 
their cooperation, and they proved in- 
valuable in rousing local interest in 
the matter all over the state. 

Through the efforts of these com- 
mittees, assisted by all the great 
state organizations of women, and 
with the generous cooperation of 
some clubs—notably the Woman's Club 
of Hogansville—not now in the fed- 
eration, a petition that bore over five 
thousand original signatures of 
prominent men and women, that meas- 
ured over two hundred feet in length, 
and that was by far the longest ever 
presented to the state legislature, was 
gotten up and sent into that body at 
its present session; asking for imme- 
Wiate action on a compulsory school 
attendance law, ~ covering certain 
specified points. 

Many Bodies Cooperating. 

Cooperating in the work for this 
petition, and being pledged by resolu- 
tions to support the movement, were 
the state federation itself, the Siate 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, the State Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the State 
Daughters of the Confederacy, the 
State Congress of Mothers, 
College Women, ‘and a great number 
of smaller state and municipal 
bodies.

SOME RECENT EXPRESSIONS.

The club women, in the midst of 
their very active altrufsitic work, are 
very human ang very feminine, and a 
pretty flower, plucked from a bouquet 
of pleasant expressions found in 4 
ramble among journals, .comes not 
amiss: 

“In filling love's infinite store, 
rose to the living is more,” I say. 

Mr. Alfred East, president of the 
Royal Society of British Artists, who 
was appointed the British member of 
the international jury, which made 
awards for pictures in the internation- 
al exhibition held recently at the Car- 
negie institute in Pittsburg, attend- 
ed a reception tendered him by the 
club women, and being assailed by a 
newspaper reporter, later allowed his 
opinion of the American women to go 
on record in these words: 

“The American woman is the most 
chummable woman in the world, ergo, 
she is the most charming. 

“I believe that the American wom- 
an makes altogether the best and most 
interesting companion for a man,” was 
Mr. JSast’s frank declaration. “They 
are the most chummable, if I may use 
the word, and so, of course, the most 
charming. 

‘Understand, I do not for one mo- 
ment wish to seem to disparage Eng- 


lish women, my country women. They 
are adorable. But the women of this 
country have a certain splendid seif- 
reliance, an independence of body and 
mind that can be found nowhere else 
in the world.” 

In “Woman Work Today” a lecture, 
delivered recently by Lady Henry 
Somerset, before a large and fash- 
ionable audience in London, made it 
the opportunity of paying high tribute 
to the club women of America, whose 
work she had studied for a number of 
years. To her mind, the American 
club woman is the most versatile, pro- 
gressive, intellectual, and, with all, 
the most charming in personality. 

A prominent United Daughter of the 
Confederacy, but now club woman, 
traveling in the great northwest, tar- 
ried in Denver, where equal suffrage 
dwelis, and on a “post card to the 
writer she tells of a brilliant reception 
given by the club women one evening, 
to which she was bidden, and adds: 
“The club membership is 700, and 
though they vote, they are delightful- 
ly feminine and charming.” 

Lastly, a warm admirer thus beau- 
tifully sums up the club woman's 
virtues as, “The safeguard of her 
husbands’ happiness, the guiding star 
of her children, and the community’s 
benefactor.”

MRS. FRANK WOODRUFF 
LEAVES ATLANTA. 


With the departure of Mrs. Frank 
Woodruff from Atlanta, the federation 
has lost one of its most valued work- 
ers. Mrs. Woodruff, whose future 
home will be in Jackson, Tenn., had 
lived in Georgia only about five years, 
yet in that short time she had won a 
prominence and a degree of influence 
probably unsurpassed by any woman 
in the state. 

A successful writer, the daughter of 
one of the most beloved men in the 
confederacy, and, herself a woman of 
absolutely. unselfish and generous per- 
sonality. Mrs. Woodruff had come to be 
recognized as one of the foremost 
women in the state in undertakings 
for the public good. 

As chairman of the state federa- 
tion’s committee on sanitation and 
hygiene, as chairman of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club committee on social 
service, as vice president of the At- 
lanta Woman’s Club. and as the 
Originator of the Students’ Aid com-. 


Federation of Labor, the State Junior 
Order of American Mechanics, the State 
Teachers’ Association, the North Geor- 
gia Methodist Conference, and other

Baptist and the Jewish church were 
among its heartiest supporters. 

Before the legislature met, some-) 
thing like some 20,000 pieces of print- 
ed matter in eight or ten different se- 
ries were gotten ready and distribut-| 
ed throughout the federation, to va-| 
meetings held in! 
Georgia, and by mail to organizations 
and individuals of prominence. Four 
enclosures of printed matter was 
sent to every member of the legisla- 
ture before it met. Printed material 
and letters were mailed to every daily 
and weekly newspaper published in 
the state, and the result was seen in 
the practically unanimous indorse- 
ment of the measure by the press of 
the state. So far as the writer knows, 
only one or two editors in Georgia 
are now making any active fight 
against the measure, two or three of 
the most prominent newspapers in the 
state started out In opposition to’ the 
bil, having reversed themselves, and 
ended by giving it their heartiest sup- 
port. Clippings in the writer's poss 
session show that over two-thirds of 
the papers printed in the state have 
indorsed the measure editorially, and 
the files turned in have undo‘*edly 
been incomplete. Practically every 
newspaper in the state has given con- 
siderable space to news “notes and to 
statistics bearing on this matter. 

For some two or three years, The 
Constitution has given generous 
space to this questfon, The Atlanta 
Journal has aided it editorially and 
by excellent cartoons, The Atlanta 
Georgian for over two weeks gave the 
two first columns of its first page to 


editorially urging favorable action on) 


the matter. 
Several Bills Introduced. 

Several compulsory education bills 
were introduced into the house during 
itg past session. A bill by Dr. Little, 
of Richmond county, who was elected 
to the legislature on a compuisory ed- 
ucation platform, was generally con- 
sidered the most satisfactory and, after 
considerable debate and amendment in 
the house committee, was recommended 
for passage. The amendments to this 
bill, on the whole, had the effect of 
making it a much more stringent meas- 
ure than that asked for by. our peti- 
tion, and, for this reason, some of the 
amendments—notably that» making the 
age for compulsion six to eighteen, In- 
stead of elght to fourteen, as we had 
asked—-were considered by your chair- 
man possibly unwise. Your chairman 
and a number of influential citizens, 
among them ex-Governor Northen, 
the state school commissioner, the pre- 
siding elder of the Atlanta district, 
Mrs. John King Ottley, and other men 
and women of prominence, appeared 
before the house and senate commit- 
tees in behalf of the bill and, by their 
presence, enlisted much interest in the 
matter. There was scarcely @ day 
during the session when your chairman 
was not in communication. with active 
ushers for the bill among the legisla- 
tors. 

‘Finding that the house committee on 
rules hesitated to place.so important a 
measure on the crowded calender of 
the last days, your chairman appeared 
before that body and urged that it let 
the matter reach a vote. .

Powerful Backing. 

This is in spite of the fact that the 
petition asking for immediate action 
was incomparably the longeste ever 
presented to the Georgia legislature; 
that the alllance of organizations sup- 
porting the measure is said to be the 
strongest ever back of a measure in the 
State, and in spite of the fact that the 
press of the state was not only prac- 
tically unanimous in urging the meas- 
ure, but had devoted to it more space 
and more favorable encomiums than 
have been given to any measure of re- 
cent years, prohibition and abolition of 
the convict léase measure alone being 
excepted. It was in spite, too, of the 
fact that an incoOmplete poll of the 
house showed 114 votes pledged to the 
measure and indicated considerably 
more than a two-thirds majority in 
favor of the bill. We can only be 
consoled by remembering that appar- 
ently not a single platform measure 
of thé administration and no general 
measure of first importance, save one 
which is deplorable, has been enacted 
into law by the assembly just closed. 

It is igs your chairman’s hope that 
your feeling in regard to the neglect 
of the compulsory education measure 
for other and less important legislation 
will find expressjon in your local papers 
and in your meetings all over the state 
—not by way of angering our legisla- 
ture, for we owe delay.on this measure 
even more to the friends of this meas- 
ure than to its. enemies—but by way 
of showing them that our peopde in- 
sist that weir’ demand for this’ legis- 
iation snali te needed and jieeded at 
the very beginning of the next ses- 
#10n. 

. Tne delay on this measure for a 
single year has meant not oply that 
tne United States census, which will be 
taken next .year, Wlis Shuw ‘evorgia 
far worse oft for child illiteracy than 
it otherwise would, but it has meant 
also that over 2,50” of our white young 
people will have passed beyond the 
school age, totaily illiterate and be- 
yond the reach of any law that may 
pe passed in the future or even next 

ear. 

“ Your chairman has devoted much 
time to gaining publicity for thig mat- 
ter and has a profound sense of o e? 
tion. to the» wontén .of.the ‘federation 
who have so generously helped,.to the 
many state. badies that have so ring- 
ingly ipdorsed it, and to the press of 
the state, which, with. aJmoat incom- 
parable generosity, has given its aid to 
the movement for abolishing. white il-< 
literacy in this state. All that co 
be done .outside the legislature itse] 
has. I believé, been done. The mattér 
will be immediately brought up at the 
beginning of the next session, , and :I 
trust that the people of this state will 
so. assert themselves that it: will nét 
bé allowed to become sidetracked for 
‘any political squabble or any less im- 
portant matter: whatsoever. . ier®

SCHOLARSHIP OFFERED 
B YMISS WOODBERY 


A valuable scholarship in voice has 
been given the Federation by Miss 
Rosa Woodberry in the Woodberry 
School for Girls, subject tothe condi- 
tions of the music committee on schol- 
arships of the Georgia Federation. 
This scholarship entitles the winner 
to a year’s training in voice under 
Miss Nance B. Martin, the distinguish- 
ed vocal teacher of the school. Miss 
Martin has been a teacher in the Cin- 
cinnati College of Music, of which she 
is a graduate, and is a graduate stu- 
dent under famous Italian masters, 
her principal work having been under 
the well-known Venetian artist, Mat- 
tioli. Miss Martin has a voice of 
great richness and beauty and is 
known as one of the best teachers of 
many years’ experience that the Col- 
lege of Music of Cincinnati has sent 
out. Miss Woodberry's interest in the 
Federation’s work, that she has al- 
ways herself led in, is warmly appre- 
ciated by her coworkers among the 
club women. 

Miss Woodberry says of the literary 
scholarship offered that it fs to en- 
courage young women to thoroughly 
equip themselves, after this college 
preparatory course, in some college 
and university, and stand afterwards 
in Georgia as a college-trained Fed- 
eration teacher. Our southern col- 
leges have frequently to send out of 
the state for experienced college- 
trained women.

Proxies are allowed at our general 
conventions, therefore, dear daughters 
of Georgia, if you would have a 
voice in this convention assembly, I 
beg that you fill out the credentials 
which, in due time, will be sent you 
by the secretary general. When you 
fill these credentials, please, at the 
same time, send your president a 
postal so that she may know how the 
division is moving, and may have some 
idea in advance as to Georgia’s vot- 
ing power at Houston. 

Make the “chairman of the delega- 
tion” your proxy. Should your presi- 
dent be unable to attend the conven- 
tion a chairman would be chosen for 
Georgia so that you would not fail in 
representation. Should chapters con- 
clude to send delegates, the appoipting 
of the chairman as proxy would not 
prevent delegates from claiming the 
right to vote. Because we' have not 
heretofore realized the power of the 
proxy vote, Georgia has not been able 
to wa ieg, 4 the voting strength that 
should be hers at our general conven- 
tion and I now set about urging you 
to claim your own. 

Do not fail to send your per capita 
tax to state and general U. D. C. treas- 
urers, as without payment of taxes 
you can have no vote.

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LETTER FROM PRESIDENT 
GENERAL, U. D. C.

To keep in touch with you and to 
remind you that the sixteenth year of 
our united effort is nearing its close 
and that the days between will rapidly 
pass and that there is still much to be 
done before our annual report must 
be made is reason for this appeal.

The 
hotel was for many years the most 
famous caravansary in the country, 
while the reservoir soon became the 
favorite terminus for Sunday strolls, 
the inception of the famous church 
parade which was for many years 
a feature of avenue life and which is 
still kept up after a fashion on Haster 
Sunday. Between these two points 
and along the part of the avenue be- 
low Twenty-third street the aristoc- 

.cy of wealth which came into ex- 
iRtence following the civil war built 
its homes. A little later the open- 
ing of Centra! Park set a new-.northern 
limit. to the fashionable residence dis- 
trict®and as the ranks of those who 
numbered their wealth by hundreds 
eof thousands instead of tens multi- 
plied this new territory was gradu- 
aliy occupied until the avenue was 
flanked by a double line of million- 
aires’ residences extending in an al- 
most unbroken succession for two 
miles and a half. 

This was Fifth avenue in the height 
of its glory when a directory of its 
residents would have included four- 
fifths of the very wealthy and very 
fashionable of the city and when it 
held such show places as the Astor, 
Vandebilt and Stewart homes. It was 
before the day of automobiles or rub- 
ber-neck wagons with their vociferous 
“Iocturers,” but the New Yorker 
never failed to take his country cous- 
ins for a walk “up the avenue” and: to 
descant upon the glories of its magnifi- 
cent establishments and of the famo 
ones whom they sheltered. Perhaps ie 
had a chance also to point out William 
H. Vanderbilt or Robert Bonner ‘ set- 

& out behind some world-renowned 
trotting horse for a spin through Cen? 
tral Park, or Ward McAllister, arbiter 
of the Four Hundred, strolling dalong 
the sidewalk after luncheon at Del- 
monico’s or the Brunswick. 

Following and overlapping the era 
when Fifth avenue was solely rési- 
dence street came what may be called 
the horel era when. it was the center 
of f fonable hotels and restaurants. 
Beside s the Fifth avenue, which drew 


from its entertainment of 
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above, was even more fashion- 
able and exclusive in its cHentele. 
This was a favorite dining place of 
William Travers, Sam Ward and many 
another bon vivant of the period. It 
was also the scene of many public din, 
ners and social affairs. which were 
the talk of half a continent. Further 
down was the Brevoort, whose clientele 
included*many notable foreign visitors 
to America, and further up, at Forty- 
second street, was the Bristol, where 
people of ample means and quiet tastes 
found an abode to their liking. « An- 
other famous hotel of this period was 
the Windsor, which retained. a share 
of its fashionable support down to its 
destruction by a disastrous fire half a 
dozen years ago. All three, except the 
first named, have given way to busi- 
ness structures. 

For a time it seemed that Fifth ave- 
nue would become the great hotel 
street of New York, and it still con- 
tains many famous hostelries, but dur- 
ing the past few years the pendulum 
of hotel- development. has swung back 
toward upper Broadway, and has cen- 
tered at Longacre square. One reason 
for this, doubtiess, is the fact that no 
less than twenty or the leading the- 
aters, as well as a score of fashionabJe 
restaurants, are located within a stone’s 
threw of this new amusement center, 
while the -largest roof garden in the 
world overlooks it from the roof of its 
principal hotel. The visitor to the 
metropolis looks for gayety, life and 
brilliancy, and these are atforded in 
far greater measure. by Longacre 
Square, midway of the Great White 
Way, as this. brilliantly illuminated 
section of Broadway ts dubbed, than 
by the quiet purliens of Fifth avenue, 
which, after nightfall, is as dead and 
deserted as a village street for much of 
its extent, especially at this season of 
the year.- Another factor that has 
worked against the permanent success 
of Fifth avenue ag a street of great 
hotels is the lack of transportation 
conveniences, the visitor finding it nec- 
essary to walk some distance to reach

The old res- 
ervoir at Forty-second street, a famous 
Jandmark for many years, has been 
removed to make way for the great 
New York library. not yet completed, 
and the Fifth Avenue hotel closed its 
hospitable doors for the last time a 
year ago to give place to a big office 
building.

There Were Over 400 Passen- 
gers Aboard and Scenes That 
Followed the Collision Were 
Indescribable---Road Officials 
Say That Train Crew Failed 
to Obey Orders. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., August 14.— 
Nine persons are dead and cAhers are 
expected to di; between 40 and 506 
are injured; three engines are in the 
ditch: two baggage cars, including the 
contents, are smashed to. kindling 
Wood and severa! passenger coaches 
are badly damaged as the result of 
a head-on collision between eastbound 
passenger train No. 8, and westbound 
passenger No. 1, on the Denver and 
Rio Grande, -near Husted, 13 miles 
north of this city at 10:25 a. m. to- 
day. The wreck was due to a mis- 
understanding of orders, ‘it is--said.

Relief. trains bearing surgeons and 
nurses were rushed to the scene of 
the wreck and the wounded were 
brought to local hospitals. 

It is said that officials of the road 
place the blame for the wreck upon 
the crew of train No. 8, who were 
ordered to meet No. 1 at Husted. As

miles an hour the crew of the engine 
saw a light engine standing on. the 
switch north of the station.

Mistaking the engine for the

He slammed on the air brakes and 
the emergency brakes and then shout- 
ed to the other members of the two 
erews to jump. Before they had time 
to jump No. 8 had rammed No. 1 so 
hard that all three engines lay in 
the ditch. Fireman J. A. Gossage of 
train No. 8 was killed as he was fir- 
ing his engine and never knew what 
struck him. The. members of _ the 
other crew escaped serious injuries by 
jumping. 

Eugineer Like a (iad Man, 

The engineer on the first engine 
of No. 8 is reported to have been 
working extra and siuce the wreck 
has been acting like a mad man, He 
has to be held down by friends. 

A relief train bearing ie 
aurdeons and nurses was hurtied to 
the rescue from this city and a 
wrecking crew was sent up from 
Pueblo. The dead and injured were 
brought to this city.

Rome Man Is Shot. by 
Her Husband. 


Edward Harris Said to Have 
Been Talking With Woman 
When She Cried Out: ‘Kill 
Him, Frank’’---Italian Claims 
Self-Defense. 


Rome. Ga. August 14.—FEdward 
Harris, age twenty-five. years, an em- 
plovee of the Anchor Deck Cotton 
Millis and of prominent South Carolina 
family, was shot three times and 
killed tonight, by Frank. Rossi, an 
Italian restaurant keeper. 

Rossi and his bride of three months 
are held in jail here. 

Eye-witnesses say Harris and the 
woman were talking on the porch of 
the store when she cried out: “Kill 
him, Frank,” at which the Italian 
shot. 

The prisoner, who is known as 
“Dago Frank,” says he heard the 
dead man make improper proposals 
to his wife, and ordered him away 
when Harris attacked him. He claims 
self-defense. . 

Harris died in the ambulance on 
the way to the hospital. He leaves 
a wife and one child. The police 
rescued the prisoner from the hands 
of an excited crowd of the dead man's 
friends, and lodged him in - jjail.

“It seems from the best reports ob- 
tainable, that Oswald Tompkins, the 
eldest sen of Mr. Tompkins, drove his 
father’s car from Wrightsville to the 
plantation, owneqg by his father, sev- 
eral miles from ‘town, carrying with 
him the other children. After look- 
ing after the business on which he 
made the trip, he started to return to 
Wrightsville, bringing with him one 
of the negro hands on the place. 

Just after he reached the limits o*f 
Wrightsville, he had to cross the rail- 
road track of the Wrightsville ani 
Tennille railroad, and not seeing that 
the regular passenger train from Dub- 
lin was coming into the city, he con- 
tinued running his car. Just as he 
reached the crossing the passenger 
train crew, seeing the danger, com- 
menced to check the train, but Toemp- 
kins did not have time to get his car 
from the track before the train was 
upon him. 

Engine Struck Car. 

The engine of the train struck 
front of the car, throwing the 
cupants out, demolishing the car. and 
injuring all the occupants. For .a 
time it looked as if two of the chil- 
dren had been instantly killed, bur 
when aid reached them it was found 
that all were living.

SOMEWHAT SPOTTED 


Poor in Others.

Washihgton, August 14.—With mid-| 
harvest reached in Europe, the depart-| 
ment of agriculture today issued a re-| 
port showing the conditions of the! 
crops in foreign countries. The con-, 
ditions are the least premising in Cen-| 
tral Europe. As to this section tne! 
report says: 

“Little improvement was permitted! 
last month, because of the weather. | 
In Germany and Austria-Hungary a | 
considerable deeline in this year's 
wheat crop and a moderate decrease in 
rye seem assured. The reduction in 
wheat in Central Europe will be fifty 
million bushels below last year, when 
a bare average crop was reaped. 

Much More Satisfactory. 

“Western and scuthwestern Europe,’ 
the report adds, “are reaping crops 
much more satisfactory. In Great 
Britain, on an increased acreage, the 
condition of wheat is placed 4 per 
cent above average. In Spain a yield 
is expected sufficient to supply the do- 
mestic demands. In Italy the crop yield 
generally seems satisfactory, but the 
quality is poor. The latest official 
crop report of Frnace is unfavorable 
as regards condition, but an average 
wheat harvest is still possible, owing 
to the increased area. 

“Throughout eastern and southeast. 
ern Europe good crop conditions have 
been maintained. In Roumania a crop 
muoh larger than last year is expected. 
In Bulgaria and Servia the promise is 
favorable. In Russta the crops are 
rated godd, and while the acreage of 
winter wheat is less than last year, 
the spring wheat is the crop much 
more largely grown. 

“The stocks left over from last year 
have run low, and the laténess of this 
year’s har*.st in importing countries 
will cause a further drain. While the 
European harvest as a whole will un- 
doubtedly be larger than those of the 
last two years, when there was a seri- 
ous crop shortage, it is unlikely to 
“pny up to that of 1906 or even of 


Crops in Canada. 


“Outside, of Europe and the United 
States, Canada is the only important 
producer which harvests its crops at 
this season, latest reports thence dre! 
decidedly encouraging, indicating for 
ajl graing, execpt winter wheat, a crop 
much in excess of last year. 

“It is still too early to judge of the 
between-season crops to be furnished 
by India, Australia and Argontina. The

, Washington, August 14.—(Special.) 
Through inquiries made at the post- 
office department today respecting 
general conditions surrounding the 
rural delivery service in the state of 
Georgia, it was ascertained that the 
first rural route in that state was es- 
tablished out of the postoffice at Quit- 
man, on the 8th day of December. 
1896, the salary of the carrier being 
fixed at $275 per annum No other 
service was established in the state 
untjl during the fiscal year 1898-1899. 
when five additiogal routes were es- 
tablished. From June 30, 1899, to De- 
cember 2, 1901, about one and one-half 
years, the number of routes in the 
state increased to 143, and in October. 
1902, they had increased to 282 routes, 
with petitions pending for 549 addi- 
tional routes, being twice as many 
pending petitions, with but one ex- 
ception, that from any other southern 
state. In’ 1904 the number of rural 
routes in the state had grown to-1,1384. 
and in 1906 to 1,381, when the demand: 
for the extension of the service be- 
gan to decrease by reason of the fact 
that a large portion of the territory 
had been covered. On August 1, 1909. 
there were in operation in Georgia 
1,594 rural routes, forty-five of which 
were tri-wegkly, and there are pend- 
ing, unacted upon, fifty-nine petitions 
for additional service. Service has 


been organized on a county basis in| 


thirty-two counties. and other coun- 
ties will be taken up for reorgani- 
zation as rapidly as conditions will 
permit. 

A recent readjustment of rural de- 
livery in a large county in Georgia 
enabled the department to eliminate 
four routes, effecting an annual sav- 
ing of $3,222, and .at the same tig 
extending service to 300 additional 
families, thereby serving the entire 
rural population of the county, a total 
of 15,133 souls, and bringing the routes 
to within one-quarter of a mile or 


closer to the majority of the patrons. 
Georgia Early te Actioa. 


While some of the southern states 
were slow to recognize the advantages 
of rural delivery, this can not be: said 
of Georgia, for it is a matter of record 
that long before there were as many 
as half a dozen applications for the 
service from some of the -neighboring 
states, there were in operation in 
Georgia several hundred routes and 
petitions pending for as many more. 

When the people of some of the 
other states awakened te the advan- 
tages of rural delivery, which they 
seemed to do all at once, netitions for 
the service came pouring in from them 
by the thousands and they became 
clamorous and insistent that they be 
supplied with the service immediately. 
going so far as to declare they were 
betng discriminated against in favor 
of other states. While the fact was. 
in the early days of rural delivery it 
was the policy of the department to 
investigate petitions for the service 
in the order of their filing, and the 
reason that so many routes were put 
into operation in Georgia and other 
states was the foresight of the people 
in those states in promptly presenting 
their petitions. 

Rural carriers in Georgia 
daily, except Sundays and holidays. 
nearly 40,000 miles of highway, and 
serve about 630,000 rural residents. 
Since the establishment of the § first 
route in the state extension and 
maintenance of the service in Georgia 
has cost the government about 
$6,700,000, the present annual rate of 
cost being a littlé more than $1,500,000. 

From the data on file in the division 
of rural delivery, it is evident that 
the people of Georgia thoroughly ap- 
preciate the service and its value to 
them, not only from the viewpoint of 
utility, but as of actual and material 
benefit, and that as the service grows 
older its value will so increase as to 
render it indispensable. 

In the Whole Country. 

On August 2, 1909, there were in op- 
eration 40,919 rural routes -in_ the 
United States, served by 40,804 carriers. 
Six hundred and twenty-two routes are 
on atri weekly basis. In many instances 
where there exists tri-weekly service 
on more than one rural route out of an 
office, one carrier will serve two routes, 
alternating each day. This accounts 
for the discrepancy between the num- 
ber of rural routes and carriers. 

Sixty thousand one hundred and 
eighty petitions for rural service were 
received by the division of rural deliv- 
ery up to August 2. upon 17,163 of 
which adverse reports were submitted. 
Of the 1,432 petitions pending, one has 
been assigned for establishment August 
16, 1909; 147 for September 1, 1909; 54 
for October 1, 1909, leaving a’ remain- 
der of,1,230 petitions unacted upon.

While the postoffice department has 
not anything official to do with the 
matter of good roads or road-bullding, 
it has, in the nature of things, to co- 
operate with the department of agri- 
culture, division of good roads, where 
governmental aid is necessary, and in 
that view tRe bureau of the fourth 
assistant postmaster genesal hag been 
able to materially help the general 
cause through the avenues of rural de- 
livery. 

The postoffice department has for a 
number of yearg been using every en- 
deavor -within the Mmfts of its juris- 
diction to secure the improvement of 
the public highways. It is a primary 
essential that roadg over which rural 
delivery service is established shall be 
maintained in condition to pe traveled 
with ease ahd facility at all seasons. 
This does not necessarily mean’ that 
the roads shali be of the highest im- 
proved type, but‘it does mean that they 
shall be kept poms, free: from ruts 
and drained.

all day on the railroad with 
armed guards at both ends of my car. 
We had a company of soldiers in the 
third-class compartment next to. the 
engine, and every station was guard- 
ed. There has been a recent outbreak 
of the Huang Houtzes. They have 
been holding up trains in the various 
parts of Manchuria, and just the other 
day they robbed the express under the: 
very shadow of the city of —_— 
and captured $40,000. Even here, in the! 
south, the trains are not safe, and they, 
all have soldiers upon them. The first | 
thing one sees on his afrival at every | 
depot is a squad of Chinese soldiers. 
carrying Mauser _ rifles. They line 
themselves up in front of the train: 
and stand to attention until it pulis | 
out. z 
The Tuaregs of Manchuria. 

These guards are a necessity on as- 
count of the Huang Houtzes, who form. 
perhaps, the most remarkable organi- 
zation of brigands now known. The; 
might be called the Tuaregs of Man- 
churia, for they surpass in number 
and daring the veiled, camel-mounter 
bandits of the Sahara. They have 
rapidly increased since the Boxer up- 
rising, and especially since the Japan- 
Russian war. They now number over 
200,000, and their agents are to be 
found in every city and village. They 
have a regular toll which they collect 
on all travelers outside the railroads, 
and every Chinese passenger who goes 
over Manchuria on foot, in a cart, or 
on horseback, must pay tribute to 
them. They have fixed charges 4s to 
goods in transit, and the carts carry- 
ing freight are marked with little 
printed flags with red borders, fur- 
nished by them. Upon the flags 4re 
printed Chinese characters, certifying 
that the owner had paid his toll, and 
that the vehtcle and drivers are not 
to be molested. Otherwise the man 
is sure to be robbed and his men may 
be kilted. 

A few months ago on the same day 
one hundred carts started out from 
Mukden. Of these all but two had paid 
their toll and bore Huang Houtze flags. 
The men and goods in the carts 80 
flagged completed their journey in 
safety; but the others, who had _ re- 
fused to pay the toll, were attacked 
by the bandits before they had gone 
thirteen miles from the city. The goods 
were stolen and their drivers were 
killed. 

During my stay in Mukden, I taiked 
with the agent of a big mining con- 
cession, a man who represents a large 
organization of British and Japanese 
capitalists. He is opening up a gold 
region in the Kirin province, and has 
to send his supplies to the mining 
camps across country. He says he 
dares not start out a cart without 
such protection, and that in important 
cases he usually employs one of the 
brigands to go along in person. He 
did this with two English mining en- 
gineers whom he sent forward last 
week. Said he: 

“They might have gotten through all 
right with the Huang Houtze flags on 
their carts, but, outside the great oOr- 
ganization of briganes, there are 
petty bands of robbers. who might at- 
tack them. Such men will net care to 
touch any one guarded by a Huang 
Houtze, for, if caught, they would 
surely be killed by the latter. 

Mounted Robbers. 

The Huang Houtzes are well mount- 
ed. They have Chinese ponies, which 
can go thirty miles a day without tir; 
ing, and can be pushed to twice that. 
The ponies are never groomed and are 
exceedingly dirty. The bandits carry 
nothing with them but their arms, ex- 
cept a long fur coat, which they wear 
in the winter, and a quilt, folded over 
their saddles. They have modern guns 
and are armed with revolvers. The 
majority carry Mauser rifles or big 
bore Winchesters. Some have Russian 
pistols, and many have Japanese 
weapons which they have collected 
from the battlefields or have gotten 
hold. of in some way or other during 
the war. Their ammunition is of 
European make and some of them have 
cartridges of smokeless powder. 
During the China-Japan war they 
bought or stole a quantity of rifles 
from the runaway Chinese soldiers, 
and got additional arms in 1900, when 
the arsenals of North China were 
looted and the arms distributed gratis 
by the ‘officials. They have captured 
some guns from the Russians during 
the past few years and they have alto- 
gether a splendid equipment. 

A Big Organization. 

I am told that these bandits have 
existed as an organization for ages, 
but that they have never been s0 
associated together as now. Their re- 
sorts have been the mountainous re- 
gions of Mongolia and Manchuria, 
from where they have gone down 
regularly to prey upon the people of 
the lowlands. The words Huang 
Houtze mean red beards. It is said 
thet these outlaws sometimes dye their 
hair and beards red, and that thus 
Gecorated their names become syn- 
onymous with the devil in the minds of 
the morthern Chinese. I. understand 
that each band has one chief, with 
several minor chiefs, who ,form his 
bodyguard. There are about fifty of 
these head men fn the band, and each 
has ten or twefity brigands under him. 
the whole making a gang of one thou- 
sand or more. Such a band will take 


try, similar bands being located 
Other regions. The brigands have a 
system of intercommunication by 
which they can combine and by which 
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places the Huang Houtze agent furn- 
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the guarantee of one company is re- 
spected by the others. 

Every band has its secret agents in 
the locality where it operates. These 
men know all about the business of 
the towns and villages. They notify 
the bandits what cargoes of goods are 
to be shipped and, as far as possible, | 
the wealth and standing of the shipper. | 
They are said to keep books, including | 

| 
| 


the rolls of the bandits’ names and the | 
pay they receive, as well as the profit 
its disposition. 

Taxing the Villages. 
The Huang Houtzes are taxing the | 
The chief of | 
the band holding the right to certain | 
territory keeps track of the wealth of | 
its inhabitants, and he makes almost | 


Huang Houtze raids. Villages are 
taxed as such, and in these cases the 
brigands agree to keep off other rob- 
bers. They sometimes station guards 


In such 


Take, for instance, Newchwang, 
which is the chief seaport of Manchu- 
ria. It has a Huang Houtze agent 
who has a regular office where any 
one may go and buy the right to 
travel over the country. It is only 
recently that it has been necessary 
for foreigners to have such protection, 
but now all people going alone will do 
well to get Huang Houtze flags. Just 
the other day a young woman, 4b 
English girl, who was going across the 
country in a cart, was swooped down 
upon by a band of fifteen mounted 
Huang Houtzes. They robbed her of 
her shoes and stockings, leaving her 
barefooted and bareheaded by the 
roadside. She had only $40. 

Held to Ransom. 


In this case the young woman was 
a missionary and the brigands knew 
thet she was probably poor. Had she 
been a rich Chinese lady she might 
have been held for ransom. This has 
been done with Chinese merchants. 
Not long ago a silk trader was caught 
within five miles of the city in which 
he lived and carried off to the moun- 
tains. The Huang Houtzes kep& him 
there until the $30,000 which they de- 
manded as a ransom was paid. Not 
a few merchants when they have valu- 
able cargdes to take from one place 
to another hire companies of these 
brigands.to go along with them, and 
this is so on both sides of the great 
wall. . 

Railroad Hold-Ups. 

In the past few months the Huang 
Houtzes have held up several trains on 
the Trans-Siberian ratiroad and especi- 
ally on that branch of it which comes 
down through Manchuria. I talked 
last night with a man who was on a 
train stopped near Harbin. This is 
one of the biggest military posts, and 
surrounded with Russian soldiers. 
Neverthiess, the Huang Houtzes had 
arranged to ditch the cars and rob 
the passengers. They had twisted the 
rails just above an embankgent about 
twenty feet high and were waiting 
hills nearby for the express 
to come. In the meantime the patrol- 
man had discovered the injury done 
to the track. He fired three shots 
and thus warned the engineer so that 
the train was stopped within about 
fifty feet of where the rails were brok- 
en. Upon the cars was a larve guard 
of Cossacks, who made a demonstra- 
tion. This frightened the bandits and 
they remained on a neighboring hill 
while the train stopped, They watched 
the railroad. men, guarded by the 
Cossacks, relay the tracks, and fired 
@ parting volley at them as the train 
pulled out. 

The Huang Houtzes and Sepoys. 

These bandits will have to be con- 
trolled by the Chinese. Neither the 
Japanese nor the Russians will permit 
a continuation of the attacks upon 
their trains. As it is now, there} 
seems to be a combination between 
the Chinese troops and Chinese offi- 
clais and Huang Houtzes. It is even 
said that some of the policemen of. 
the villages themselves Huang 
Houtzes, and that the officials of the 
larger cities are in aijiance with them. 
Every few months some soldiers are 


back, bringing the heals of what they 
say were Huang Houtzes, but which, 
it is génerally believed, are the heads 
of coolies, whom they have killed in- 
stead. sac ‘ 

_ These brigands are very daring. They 
do not seem afraid of death and they 
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wall and advanced toward the railway. 
The Chinese asked for help; and some 
British officers and a company of East 
Indian troops were sent against them. 
This company was the Fourth Punjab 
infantry. It found the brigands in a 
town about ten miles from the rail- 
way, and fired upon them. They re- 
turned the fire, and at the first volley 
Major Browning, who was in command, 
was killed and Lieutenant Stirling was 
wounded. The firing became general 
and a retreat was ordered. The East 
Indians, who were on foot, were pur- 
Sued by the Huang Houtzes on horse- 
back and they had great trouble in get- 
ting back to. the railroad. The next 
day a company of 700 from the same 
infantry regiment went out with «0 
inf@mtry soldiers and attacked the 
brigands. They found them in the 
Same village, and it took four hours 
of heavy fighting to drive them out. 
In these two engagements the Huang 
Houtzes lost more than 300 men or. 
ray one-fifth of their whole num- 
er. 


Spies and Signal Fires. 

On my way from Mukden to Shan- 
hai-Kwan I saw fires blazing on the 
mountains. They were of a peculiar 
— forming a ring Ifke a horse 
snoe, and I. was told that they 
possibly be the signa! fives te a 
Huang Houtzes. These men have the 
Same tevegraph system that once pre- 
vailed in Korea. They communicate in- 
telligence by fires built on the hill- 
tops. By the number and shape of such 
fires they tell their fellows what they 
are doing and within a short time are 
able to send word from one Part of 
Manchuria to the other. Many of their 
signal lights are made of wooden pegs» 
which are hollowed out at the top asa 
filled with a composition. Halt het te 
down each peg there is a hole to which 
& fuse is attached. When this is lit 
the composition blazes up, giving a 
very bright, round light, which lasts 
several seconds. One such flash means 
One thing, two another, and three an- 
other, the number of flashes indicatin 
the message. " 

The Huang Houtzeg have their spies 
all over the country, and that even in 
the magistrate’s offices. Your coach- 
man may be a brigand in disguise. You 
are not sure as to your fellow-pas- 
sengers, and the native who says he 
is not afraid and boasts of his im- 
munity from the Huang Houtzes is 
pretty sure to be robbed. 

The Pirates of Manchurta. 

These same men carry on piracy 
along the coast. They fo out in junks, 
pretending to be merchants, and later 
put in at little known harbors to take 
on their fellows. They have captured 
sailing junks and the smaller trading 
craft of the Chinese. Their sphere of 
operation has been the Gulf op Pechill 
and the coasts of Manchuria and north- 
ern Kore@é. If they are chased by the 
men-of-war they sail up into the riv- 
ers, where the water is so shallow that. 
large vessels cannot follow. Some 
years since a Japanese gunboat cap- 
tured two of these pirate junks and 
found more than three hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of silver in them. 
The. pirates frequently appear near 
Newchwang, lying in wait for the 
junks as they come out of the river, 
and making each junk pay toll. They 
sometimes leave their junks and pil- 
lage the villages on shore.

companies have been .-established to 
protect trade by bribing the brigands. 
Each of these companies has its flag, 
which is usually of a triangular shape. 
This takes the place of the Huang 
Houtze flag, and if the Huang Houtzes 
have been.properly paid it is respect- 
ed. Otherwise not. The insurance 
companies send armed guards along 
with thejr carts, but it is an open se- 
cret that it is the money which they 
pay the brigands and not their guards 
that affords them protection. 

During a visit that I made to the 
penitentiary in Mukdeéen I asked the 
director if he had any Huang Houtzes 
among his convicts. He replied that 
he had, and that he would point out 
one ‘1: the next ward we entered. He 
dic so. The man’s head had a pigtail 
as black as that of the ordinary Chi- 
nese and there was nothing to distin- 
guish him from the others in the shop 
where he worked. I afterward pho- 
tographed two Huang Houtzes be- 
tween the guards in the yard of the 
prison, 

Dr. Christie, the medical missionary) 
in charge of the great hospital at Muk- 
den, tells me that he always has pa- 
tients under treatment who have been 
wounded in these Huang Houtz raids 
and that sometimes they are Huang 
Houtzes themselves. 

Wiping Out the Briganda. 

The authorities say that the time has 
come now when these brigands must be 
eterxminated. Their raids have at- 
tracted the attention of outside nations, 
and the reform movement which is 
going on here demands that trade be 
freed from their taxes. It is only on 
account of the duties having been com- 
paratively light that an outcry has not 
arisen long before this. The adminis- 
tration of Mukden, the capital of Man- 
churia ,is one of the most progressive 
of the Chinese empire, and the army 
connected with it is egpecially well 
drilled. The country could be policed 
as far as the main trade routes are 
concerned, and this will probably be 
done within a short time. If the gov- 
ernment once puts its foot down and 
insists that the Huang Houtzes be de- 
stroyed, an end will soon be made to 
these raids and the brigands with the 
exception of those in the mountainous 
districts, will disappear. 

During my stay in Korea the mili- 
tary officials told me that their chief 
trouble is not with the insurgents but 
with some Korean brigands who are 
much like the Huang Houtzes, They 
Rave their homes in the mountaing and 
sally out to prey upon the villages. 
These Korean brigands are supposed to 
number 15,000; and they have one chief 
who is practically the head of the 
whole. The Japanese soldiers are po- 
licing the “moutainous districts, and 
they are killing these brig&nds Wher- 
ever they find them. A similar policy 
is bound to be insttiuted in Manchuria. 
The Chinese government is now send- 
ing emigiants into the country north 
of Mukden, and it expects to open up 
much of its rich government land to 
settlement. Mining concessions have 
been granted to foreigners, and the 
Japanese are insisting that the country 
be made peaceful. Above thig and 
more important thatn all, I the very 
geenral desire on the part of the men 
who are running the Chinese govern- 
ment to introduce western methods and 
the new civilization, so that, altoge.ser,

Washington.

It is brought into actual being by 
Augusta-Athens-Atlanta reliability run 
ef the Georgia Automobile Good Roads 
Association inaugurated by The Con- 
stitution.

Only a few days ago, the ,counties 
along the Albany-Atlanta route an- 
nounced “Ready!” 

There is no question that, with these 
two inspiring examples before = their 
eyes, the counties involved in the re- 
mainder of the contests will speedily 
conclude their plans for coordination. 

It is practically assured, for instance, 
that the Savannah Automobile Club 
will early next week announce com- 
pleted details for the reliability run 
between Savannah and Atlanta. 

Other Counties to Come Quickly. 

The leaven is working magically 
throughout the state. The symposium 
published by The Constitution two 
weeks ago, practically from eyery 
county in Georgia, aqemonstrated that 
fact. 

It is inevitable, therefore, with the 
passage of the next few days reports of 
plans completed for the great county- 
to-county highways radiating from At- 
lanta to every point of the compass ih 
Georgia will attest the achieving re- 
sults of the great constructive cam- 
paign projected by The Constitution. 

The accompanying map indicates the 
right-of-way of the Augusta-Athens- 
Atlanta reliability run, over which 
competitors wil! struggle on November 
8 next, while similar events are 0oc- 
curring in every part of Georgta. 


From “Father of Good Roads.” 
Richmond county is at the southern 


end of this route. The splendid high- 


ways of that chante are proverbial 
throughout the state. Under the su- 
pervision for thirty years of Judge W. 
F. Eve, “father of good roads_ in 
Georgia,” the county has evolveq a 
system of roads comprising a model 
to the remainder of the state. 

Richmond's roads_ will, of course, 
take care of themselveg, No need to 
worry about the smooth@ds and the 
endurance qualities of these highways. 

And here is evidence of the enthu- 
siasm of Judge Eve, and the manner 
in which’he is working might and 
main with his big’ influence to promote 
the success of this especial route; it 
comes in the form of an encourag- 
ing letter to The Constitution: 

“Tl am planning and working to 
make the Augusta-Atlanta route the 
banner route of the contest. I am en- 
deavoring to get notice to all auto- 
mobilists in this territory, so that they 
will come to A«custa and take this 
route. I have heard from Mr. Calla- 
way, of Wilkes, and he has already 
adopted the route from McDuffie sug- 
gested by Judge Gheesling, of that 
county.” 

What McDuffie Is Doing.

Wilkes county is the next most im- 
portant stretch in the Augusta-At- 
lanta route. Commissioner of Roads 
and Revenues J. W. Callaway accepts 
with enthusiasm the suggestions of 
Judge Gheestling, of McDuffie. and 
promises to take care of his part of 
the work. Here is what he says:

Oglethorpe Is Ready. 

Oglethorpe county falls into line with 
a whoop, as is evidenced by extracts 
from a letter from Editor W. A. Shack- 
elford, of The Oglethorpe Echo, in 
which he cites the preparations for 
coordination being made by Commis- 
sioner of Roads William Knox:

Better than the clearing house or any other commercial barometric in- 
dication, the business of the postoffice tells the story of community pros- 
perity and growth. 

In the postoffice figures for July, >dblished in The Constitution, is writ- 
ten Atlanta’s preeminence among the cities of the south. : 

The census of 1900 places Atlanta *ourth among the cities south of the 
Ohio and Potomae; the postoffice census for July, 1909, puté Atlanta at the 
head of the list.

Commercially they place Atlanta in the forefront of southern business 
arid distributing centers. 

They point unerringly, not alone to business growth, but*to the increase 
in population since the census of 1900 was taken, far in excess of the aver- 
age municipal percentage increase, perhaps, for the entire country. 

Atlanta has not built her many apartment houses and office buildings 
upon speculation, but to meet an actual and ever-rapidly-growing demand. 

From far and wide people have been pouring into the city because of 
the business advanteges they know are here, ahd the census of 1910 will 
tell a story of magnificent growth, unsurpassed, perhaps, by any other com- 
munity in the United States.

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A WOMAN IN HIGH POSITION. 


The encroachment of women upon the pre-eminently responsible positions 
presumably monopolized by men is significantly emphasized by the recent 
action of the city of Chicago in choosing Mrs. Ella Flagg Young as super- 
intendent of its public schoo! system at an annual salary of $10,000. 

Mrs. Young has long been identified with the public school system in 
Chicago and has given evidence of managerial ability of the most advanced 


order. 
When her name was first proposed as superintendent of all schools, the 


customary protest went up that a post of such extreme power and responsi- 


and politicians of the Windy City fought the innovation aggressively. 

In the end, however, the partisans ef Mrs. Young triumphed. They pointed 
out that she had manifested more adaptability for progress, thoroughness 
and impartiality than any male directing officer in the history of Chicago 
schools, and that since she had shown these desirable qualifications in a 
subordinate position, it was only just that; she should be given the oppor- 
tunity to exemplify them in connection with the entire system. 

There is no reason why, ultimately, other women throughout America 
should not match the achievement of Mrs. Young. In the matter of common 
school education, women have shown themselves incomparably the superior 
of men. As teachers of young children they invariably attain better results 
than male instructors, while it is yet to be shown that they are as suc- 
cessful when it comes to handling boys approaching manhood in their early 
college years. 

The women, too, who have made names in educational circles in America 
have been characterized by responsiveness to ideals and receptivity to the 
impulses of progress in a greater degree than the averege man. With it all, 
too, one finds relatively few undesirable ‘‘radicals’’ among women who reach 
high rank. Conservatism, mingled with patience and thoroughness, are their 
leading traits.

By the terms of this measure, the 12th of each February is set aside 
to be commemorated in the common schools of the state as the anaiversary 
of the landing of the first colonists in Georgia under Oglethorpe.

Tax Law—In Effect 


January 1. 


‘When the new ‘near beer tax bil?” 
goes into effect on January 1, 1919. 
Atlanta will be the only oasis in the 
parched desert of Fulton county. 
Heretofore wayfarers coming from a 
distance have been able, before coming 
in sight of the city’s boasted sky- 
line, to quench their thingt at various 
and sundry places with.n the county. 
but after January 1 there'll be a 
“nothing doing’ sign hung out at all 
such places. 

The provisiqn in the new law that 
prohibita the sale of near beer except 
in towns of 2,500 or more inhabitants. 
will put out of commission an even 
twenty-four near beer saloons which 
are now in operation in Fugton coun- 
East Point is the’only town of 
2,600 people in the county outside of 
Atianta, and the East Point city 
council] has already in force an ordi- 
nance which practically prohibits the 
sale of. near Budweiser, Schlitz, Pabst 
and other beers. 

At present near beer~- saloons at 
Fort McPherson, Buckhead, Bellwood. 
Bolton, Egan and Atlanta Heights 
flourish. while a number of. places 
where the foaming suds are dis- 
pensed are to be found between (Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville, East int 


and Hapeville, at Lakewood, and just 
outside the city limits on several of 
the important streets of the city. 

But when the law enacted by the 
general assembly goes into effect pro- 
prietors of these places will be forced 
to close and it will be only within the 
confines of Atlanta's city limits that 
the thirsty may wet his parching 
tongue. 3 

One of the chief complajnts against 
the prohibition law enacted in 1907 
was that it allowed the sale of near 
beer in rural districts and thus gave 
those so inclined an excellent oppor- 
tunity to servé to their patrons the 
real article. Under this law near beer 


was sold wherever a man chose to, 


erect a joint, but after January 1 
there will be a general cleaning out 
of a vast number of these places. It 
is estimated that the passage of the 
new law will mean the discontinuance 
of selling near beer in more than half 
the counties of the state.

MORE PERMANENT 


Fruit Growers Will Hold 
Important Meeting 
September 8. 


The. regular monthly meeting of the 
executive committee of the Georgia 
fruit exchange will be held in Atlanta 
on the second Wednesday in Septem- 
ber, which falls on the &th. President H. 
C. Bagley has issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the full board of trustees to be 
held on the same date. Manager I. M.} 
Fleming will submit detailed financial 
reports of the year’s operations. Ad- 
vance information indicates this will 
show a prosperous season, and 
enough cash in bank to carry the ex- 
change operations well into the next 
season. 

At this meeting careful considera- 
tion will be given to the steps neces- 
sary to perfect plans of the organiza- 
tion for handling future crops. Presi- 
dent Bagley will recommend that mem- 
bers pledge their shipments for a 
period of three to five years, thus 
saving the expense Of annual reorgan- 
ization and placing the exchange on a 
more substantial business basis. He 
will also recommend to the board that 
the number of commission houses in 
the larger markets be considerably 
reduced. 

Manager Fleming is already at work 
on plans to secure cooperation of can- 
taloupe and melon growers. He will 
suggest that a through canvass be 
made of watermelon and cantaloupe 
growers, with a view of having them 
join the exchange. The cantaloupe 
growers suffered last season from con- 
gested markets. 

The idea of a more permanent organ- 
ization is popular. It avoids the ex- 
pense of annual reorganization, and 
gives the organization solidity. 

Last season's results, with a crop 
that was inferior, were so good that 
the fruit men feel warranted in mak- 
ing their arrangements for perma- 
nent operation.

DON BAIN'S TRIAL 


COMES THURSDAY 


Will Be Arraigned for 
Killing Williams--No 
Eye- Witnesses. 


Donald M. Bain, charged with the 
killing of E. G. Williams, will be ar- 
raigned for trial before Judge Roan 
in the criminal division of the superior 
court Thursday morning. The trjal, it 
is believed, will not occupy more than 
one day, as there are comparatively 
few for whom summons 
have been issued. 

It is doubtful if there has ever been 
a case tried here in which there was 
more interest. The prominence of both 
the deceased and the defendant, the 
latter one of the most widely known 
men of the city, makes the interest 
widespread in the extreme. As there 
were mo eye-witnesses to the shooting. 
both the state and the defense will de- 
pend largely upon the testimony of 
physicians who examined Williams’ 
body for the~purpose of noting the 
exact location of the wounds. 

At the coroner's inquest it develop- 
ed that while Charles Beardsley was 
in the room with Mr. Bain when he 
shot Mr. Williams he did not see the 
killing, for he testified the first shot 
fired struck him (Beardsley) in the 
wrist, knocking him down and stun- 
ning him, and that when he recovered 
and grabbed Bain’s gun, the shooting 
was over. 

It is believed that the question as 
to whether Williams was facing Bain 
or in the opposite direction at the 
time the shots were fired will be the 
point about which the main fight will 
be waged. 

The case of Rogers Merritt, the ne- 
gro charged with criminally assault- 
ing Miss Maggie McDermott on Simp- 
son street six weeks ago, will most 
probably be ‘the first case called to- 
morrow morning.

Tenth Triennial Assembly of 
General Grand Chapter 
Meets Nov. 


Savannah, Ga., August 14.—(Special.) 
The Tenth Triennial Assembly of the 
Georgia Grand Council, Royal and 
Select Masters, of the United States of 
America, and the Thirty-fourth Trien- 
nial Convocation of the General Grand 
Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, of the 
United States of America, will be held 
in Savannah, Ga., November 8-12, 1909. 

This is one of the most important 
conventions ever held in Georgia, as 
it brings the most represe:.‘ative men 
of the country to our state, the princi- 
pal officers of every grand council 
and chapter, and there is one of each 
in nearly every state besides the ter- 
ritories and insland possessions, being 
members of the general grand bodies.
